Towards this end, v/e would appreciate a firm dale 
as to when the information can be sent to Madison and 
an estimated cost of reproduction for the materials. 

The Da i ? - Card j na 1 is prepared to reirjliurse the Agency ^ 
for the reproduction costs but only if we have a bettor 
idea when the documents will arrive. 

Once again, we appreciate the fair and expedient han— > 
dling of this matter.
